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Holiday Traffic Toll 
Includes 2 Fatalities 


Two Granite Cityans, a 9 
year-old girk and a 33-year-old 
father of. four, died of injuries 
sustained in separate auto ac- 
cidents outside the Quad-Cities. 

Fatally injured at 11:55 a.m. 
Sunday in a two-car collision 
near Highland was Dolphas 
Gerald Myers, 33, of 4932 Wil- 
low Lane, off Maryville Road, 
who died 5'4 hours later at St. 
Joseph Hospital in Highland. 

The area’s other traffic fa- 
tality was Elizabeth Dehn, 9- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer A. (Jean) Dehn, 
3214 Colgate Ave., who was fa- 
tally injured in a two-vehicle 
accident at 12:45 p.m. Sunday 
and died a half-hour iater at 
St. Mary’s Hospital in East St. 
Louis. 

Nine persons were hurt in 
the two accidents, including 
five who are listed in critical 
condition at area hospitals. 

Death List High 

“The two fatalities during the 
holiday weekend brought to 39 
the total number of traffic 
deaths occurring so far this 
year in the Quad-City area, or 
involving local area residents 
in accidents elsewhere. This is 
an increase of 143% over the 
total of 16 fatalities recorded 
during the same eight-month 
period of 1970, and is 17 more 
traffic deaths than the total of 

area traffic fatalities occur- 

ing during the full 12-month 
period of 1970. 

The two local traffic deaths 
are among more than 580 fa- 
talities recorded on the na- 
tion’s highways during the 3- 
day Labor Day weekend, the 
summer’s final holiday period. 

The count began at 6 p.m. 
Friday and continued through 
midnight Monday. Many multi- 
ple crashes accounted for the 
still incomplete death toll fig- 
ures, authorities said. 

The Dehn girl, a fourth grade 
pupil at Niedringhaus School, 
was a passenger in a car driv- 
en by her father which was in- 
volved in a crash at Illinois 
Route 157 and U.S. 40, near 
Collinsville. 

State police said the Dehn 
auto was northbound on Route 
157 when a southbound car, op- 
erated by Miss. Nancy M. Ki- 
mutis, 18, of Collinsville, went 
out of control on the rain-slick 
pavement and slid into the 
path of the Dehn car. 

In Belleville Hospital 

Mr. Dehn, 41, was reported 
in critical condition at St. Eliz- 
abeth's Hospital in Belleville, 
where Miss Kimutis was listed 
in satisfactory condition. 

A passenger in Miss Kimutis’ 
auto, Mrs. Mary K, Basarich, 
32,. of Collinsville, was taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital in East 
‘St. Louis, where her condition 
was reported critical. 

Born in St. Louis, Elizabeth 
had lived her entire life in 
Granite City. For the past 
three years she was an active 
member of a local Brownie 
troop: She also was a member 
of the Edgemont Bible Church 
of East St. Louis and the 
church’s Awan Bible Club. 

Besides her parents, the child 
is survived by a grandfather, 
Michael Bishop of St. Louis; 
and a grandmother, Mrs. Jo- 
hanna Geralds of Granite City. 

Intersection Collision 

In the earlier accident, Iili- 
nois State Police said that Mr. 
Myers was driving north on 
Illinois Route 160 when after 
stopping at a stop sign at the 
intersection of U.S. 40, the lo- 
cal man pulled into the path 
of an eastbound auto on U.S. 
40, operated by Miss Jan Lu- 
ber, 21, of Highland. 

In serious condition are Mr. 
Myers’ wife, Doris Jolene, 33, 
a daughter, Dawn Denise, 11, 
and Miss Pat Green 34, all of 
whom reside at the Willow 
Lane address. 

Mrs. Myers and Miss Green 
are patients at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Highland. Denise was 
transferred to St. Joseph Hos- 
pital in Alton, authorities said. 

Two other passengers in the 
Myers auto, Tory Myers, 7, 
and Miss Barbara Stull, 16, a 
son and stepdaughter of the ac; 
cident victim and Miss Luber, 
were all treated at the High- 
land hospital and released. 

16-Year Resident 

A native of Potosi, Mo., Mr. 
Myers lived here the past 16 
years. He was employed as a 
conductor at the Miles Labora- 
tories-Union Division plant.

Idle City Funds 
Being Invested 


One million dollars in Gran- 
ite City tax funds have been in- 
vested in interest-bearing cer- 
tificates of deposit in a plan de- 
signed to give the city a con- 
tinuing interest income on gen- 
eral fund monies not immedi- 
ately needed for operational 
purposes. 

The program was inaugurated 
by City Treasurer Paul E. Rut- 
ledge who said the plan was 
made possible by the tax col- 
lection period which ended in 
mid-August and provided suffi- 
cient funds to justify a major 
investment in short-term certif- 
icates of deposit. 

Maturity dates have been 
scheduled to provide the city 
enough money to meet monthly 
bills throughout the rest of the 
1971-72 fiscal. 

Rutledge said he distributed a 
total of $1,450,000 to the city as 
a result of the tax collection 
Of this amount, he said, he paid 
current bills and retained 
enough cash on hand to meet 
payrolls and claims throughout 
September. This took about 
$450,000. 

The remaining $1 million 
was used to purchase from 
First Granite City National 
Bank ten certificates of deposit 
int the amount of $100,000 each, 
Rutledge said. 

The first of the certificates 
will mature Oct. 3 and the re- 
maining certificates will expire 
one each every 15 days there- 
after. This wiil permit the city 


to cash in $200,000 in certifi- 
cates every 30 days to meet its 
monthly average of general 
fund costs. 

Interest Rates Vary 

Rutledge said the first two 
certificates will mature at 4% 
interest, the next five will ma- 
ture at’ 4.5% each, and the re- 
maining three will mature at 
5% each. 

He estimated that the pro- 
gram will give the city ‘about 
$12,000 interest on the $1 mil- 
lion investment, 

Rutledge said that to the best 
of his knowledge, the invest- 
ment of city funds in a continu- 
ing schedule of maturities to 
draw interest over a lengthy pe- 
riod of time is the first such 
plan of, this type initiated for 
the city. He said there now 
is $150,000 of general fund mon- 
ies in certificates of deposit 
that was invested by the late 
City Treasurer E. R. “Pat” 
Rich, but that this is not in 
short-term notes in a specific 
program. 

Other future revenue will be 
deposited in a similar manner 
to draw interest until the money 
is needed for general fund ex- 
penditures, the treasurer said. 
While the city receives about 
$1.5 million per year in tax 
funds, it also receives another 
$1.5 million in state income tax 
and sales tax allotments, li- 
cense fees, inspection fees and 
from other sources. 





Mental Health Clinic Here 
Plans Day Hospital Care

A Day Hospital under auspic- 
es of the Mental Health Clinic, 
Quad-City Center, will be in full 
operation this fall in a suite 
of rooms at St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital, it was reported here 
today. 

The rooms and facilities nec- 
essary to the program have 
been donated by the hospital 
administration for the benefit 
of the mentally ill who other- 
wise would have to be treated 
in a 24-hour psychiatric in-pa- 
tient unit, or receive no treat- 
ment at all. 

A temporary program is op- 
erating at the present time in 
the Tricor Medical building 
basement under the direction of 
William T, Atkins, M.S.W. 

“I expect to handle about 10 
patients at a time during this 
period and will increase the 
number of patients to about 30 
when we move to the hospital 
and have a full staff,” said At- 
kins, who will be the director 
of the Day Hospital. 


Await Hospital’ Move 

“Temporary quarters are be- 
ing used to start the program, 
until the new addition at the 
hospital is completed and can 
be occupied by the existing de- 
partment at the hospital. This 
will vacate the area the Day 
Hospita! will occupy, Atkins 
added. 

The Day Hospital will be 
quartered in the area now used 
as operating rooms on the 
fourth floor of the hospital. - 

The Day Hospital is to be 
staffed and equipped to accom- 
m 


for approximately 25 to 30 pa- 
tients. Patients will be expect- 
ed to attend the Day Hospital’s 
scheduled program daily from 
9 am. fo 4 p.m., with the ex- 
ception of weekends and holi- 
days, unless otherwise indicated 
by the Day Hospital staff, 

The aim of the center is to 
reduce the number of admis- 
sions to the State Mental Hos- 
pitals by providing rapid and 
intensive treatment to patients 
who are in need of and can 
benefit from this type of facil- 
ity. The program will provide 
intensive treatment in the pa- 
tients’ own community, ruling 
out the necessity of separation 
from family and friends, 


After-Care Program 


It will offer an intensive after- 
care program for patients dis- 
charged from in-patient hospi- 
talization, aiding them in com- 
munity adjustment and prevent- 
ing unnecessary and costly re- 
admissions to psychiatric hos- 
pitals. It is also designed to 
provide social group experiences 
and assist individuals in devel- 
oping the interpersonal skills 
which are required to function 
in the community. 

When the Day Hospital is in 
full operation the staff will in- 
clude two social workers, psy- 
ciatrist, psychiatric nurse, rec- 
reational therapist, secretary- 
receptionist and a psychologist. 

Patients will be at the hospi- 
tal on = seven-hour-a-day sched- 
ule, leaving one hour at the end 
of the day for the staff to meet 
and evaluate the individual pa- 
tients’ progress or any changes

August Rainfall Total 
Hits Two Year Low 


The lowest amount of rainfall 
in two years fell during August 
in the Quad-City area. Only ‘17 
of an inch of rain was recorded 
here during the 3l-day month. 

The amount is considerably 
below the normal for the month 
of 3.02 inches and is below the 
August 1970 total of 5.29 inches.

More than $150 million in con- 
tract authority and another $200 
million in urban renewal funds, 
approved and appropriated by 
Congress, has so far been with- 
held from the program nation- 
wide by the failure of the presi- 
dent to release the monies, a 
spokesman for the state’s De- 
partment of Local Government 
Affairs said. 

A two-page, eight-point out- 
line of priority eligibility ratings 
has been sent to local housing 
authorities, which must re- 
evaluate applications on such 
bases as community need, ef- 
ficient production, non-discrimi- 
natory location and improved 
environmental locations for low- 
income families. 

Projects are rated on the 
number of “superior’’, “‘aver- 
age” and “poor” ratings they 
receive overall, with ‘‘superior’’ 
or “average” required in all 
of several specified areas, in 
order to become eligible for 
funds. 

Jerry Sternstein, chief of the 
office of housing and buildings 
in the Department of Local 
Government Affairs, said his 
staff of four will have to com- 
plete the priority paperwork for 
40 or more local housing au- 
thorities, which lack the ex- 
pertise and staff to do the eval- 
uations themselves, and will 
assist others in reworking their 
applications to conform to the 
new standards. 

The problem is one more ad- 
dition to a series of difficulties 
which have plagued public hous- 
ing throughout the nation in 
recent months, where construc- 
tion of low income housing is 
now expected to fall at least 
15%, short of its goal in num- 
bers of units put under. con- 
struction in fiscal 1971. 

HUD's goal for fiscal 1971 
was announced as 100,000 units. 
According to the National As- 
sociation of Housing and Re- 
development Officials, the na- 
tionwide public housing pro- 
gram at the beginning of the 
1971 fiscal year already had a 
backlog of 400,000 dwelling 
units, a figure subsequently cut 
by about 90,000 units. 

The $150 million which is be- 
ing embargoed, the organiza- 
tion reported, would mean about’ 
90,000 additional units. 

Meanwhile, runaway costs 
and management problems are 
putting many pf the most re- 
cently constructed projects into 
the red almost as soon as they

Federal spending in the pro- 
gram now runs to $175 million 
annually, with predictions of 
$1 billion by 1978. Most of the 
housing is built under 40-year 
federally guaranteed mortgages, 
and it has been estimated the 
40:year costs could run as high 
as $80 billion.

KEEP BABY IN 
PLAYPEN HAPPY 


Although playpens offer con- 
venience for the mother, make 
sure that the baby is equally 
satisfied with the playpen ar- 
rangement. 


Follow these suggestions to 
make the playpen a happy place 
for your bab: 


—Don’t wait until the baby 
has the freedom of crawling 
around the house before you in- 
troduce him to the playpen. 
Start putting him in the pen 
when he’s about four months 
old. 


—Play with the baby frequent- 
ly once he’s in the pen. Don’t 
simply ignore him just because 
he’s quiet. 

—Don’t leave your baby in 
the pen for long periods of time 
or when he fusses to get out. 
Take him out before he be- 
comes restless. 


—Be flexible and avoid mak- 
ing your child remain in the 
pen for a definite time period 
every day. 

—Avoid using the pen as a 
“jail” to punish misbehavior 
Such practice will probably 
cause your child to rebel 
against the pen later. 

—When the baby’s obviously 
having a good time elsewhere, 
don’t suddenly move him to the 
playpen. 

—Carefully select a variety of 
toys for the playpen, and 
change them when the baby 
grows tired of them. 

—Keep the playpen in the ac- 
tivity centers, whether in the 
house, the yard or the porch. A 
baby enjoys a change of scenery 
and the stimulation of other 
family members.

Conflict on Mental Health 
Budget Looms at Hearing 


Conflict over the 1971-72 budg- 
et of the Quad-City Mental 
Health Clinic, in which the 
agency asks $141,799, loomed 
today following a budget hear- 
ing Thursday night in Granite 
City by representatives of the 
Madison County Mental Health 
(708) Board. 

The appropriation sought by 
the Quad-City clinic is more 
than twice the amount of the 
$70,000 budgeted during the 
1970-71 year which ends Dec. 
1, and brought criticism from 
Ralph Yemm, chairman of the 
county board, and board mem- 
ber Sylvester Bugger. 

The county 708 board has 
been conducting hearings with 
all of its agencies to determine 
budget allocations from the tot- 
al county fund of $312,469. Ac- 
tion on. the budgets is sched- 
uled by the 708 board in a 
meeting at Edwardsville Sept. 
14. The allocations then must 
be approved by the county 
board of supervisors. 

The Quad-City clinic was al- 
located $70,000 last year after 
the county 708 board trimmed 
$40,000 from the clinic budget 
request. In May this year the 
board allocated another $13,000. 

Yemm remarked during 
Thursday night's session that 
he was disappointed because he 
had been told the Quad-City 
clinic budget would be “held 
in line.” 

“If a man can't keep his 
word, he'll have a rough time 
dealing with me,” Yemm said. 

William Daumueller, clinic 
executive director, told the 
two country board members 
that the increase in the new 
budget “is something that is 
completely out of our control.”

He said that in the past the 
state had given the clinic 
grants to be used as the clinic 
wished. This year, however, 
state funds are allocated for 
specific purposes and cannot 
be used as the clinic desires, 

According to Daumueller, 
most of the state funds are des- 
ignated for three new pro- 
grams. The new services are 
needed, he said, but traditional 
services cannot be abandoned. 
While the Quad-City clinic is 
receiving almost twice as much 
money this year as last ($158,- 
600 compared to $74,000), only 
$34,000 of the amount may be 
applied to salaries. 

Daumueller said the number 
of cases treated at the clinic 
has tripled in three years to 
a total of 905, the current level.

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Law Holds That Most But Not All 
Jobs Are Open to Older Applicants 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


Illinois law prohibits discrim- 
ination against older workers. 
But that doesn’t mean that all 
jobs are open to ojder people. 

The Illinois legislature voted 
a_bill into law in 1967 stating 
that it would be against the 
best. interests of the state—and 
therefore unlawful — for an em- 
ployer to deprive a person over 
45 of any job he can handle. 

But it acknowledged that not 
all older people are qualified 
for every type of assignment. 

It provides that in a situation 
when it would be unsafe to train 
a worker over 45 for a new 
position, that it would not be 


illegal for a prospective employ- 
er to turn down a jobseeker. 
But it stated that — with 
that single exception — old- 
er workers should be given 
the same chance as anyone 
else and should be consid- 
ered for the position without 
respect to age. 

Anyone discriminating against 
a prospective employee on the 
basis of age, or anyone firing 
a person on the payroll after 
he has reached a certain age, 
faces a fine of $50 to $100. 

And the law applies the rule 
to labor unions as well as in- 
dividual and corporate employ- 
ers.

U. S. Church Groups Are Taking 
Stands in Opposition to the War

Probably no issue before the 
American public today has 
produced more unanimity 
among Protestants than the 
Vietnam. 

Only a few years ago it was 
unpopular to take a stand op- 
posing U.S. involvement in the 
conflict, and religious organiza- 
tions that did so were severely 
criticized. 

Now the picture has changed. 
Nearly every denomination that 
has spoken out has declared 
itself in favor of the earliest 
possible American pullout. 

None has supported the idea 
of continuing the war, although 
some are more vehement than 
others in the opposition. 

This solidarity is one of the 
highlights of an annual pulse- 
taking of American Protestant- 
ism. 

Most denominations hold their 
annual meetings in the late 
spring and early summer, and 
with most of the return on the 
resolution-making in, an. inter- 
esting picture emerges of how 
church organizations feel about 
everything from Indochina to 
pensions, from ministers and 
Bible reading to prison reform. 

Along with their stand on 

Vietnam, the major bodies 

meeting this year have gen- 

erally supported radical re- 
visions in the nation‘s wel- 
fare policies, with some go- 

ing so far as to urge a 

more generous guaranteed 

annual wage than the gov- 
ernment has considered. 

Prison reform, legalization of 
abortions, efforts to desegre- 
gate churches and society, im- 
proved housing, the provision of 
more humane treatment for 
drug offenders and the mod- 
ernization of evangelistic tech- 
niques were among the prii 
pal matters delegates voted to 
support at the various meet- 
ings. 

There was dissension at some 
of the sessions, principally that 
of the Lutheran Church - Mis- 
souri Synod, one of the largest 
and most conservative of the 
Lutheran bodies, which had 
several complicated _ internal 
matters to settle. 

The leadership of the United 
Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A, alsa found itself caught 
up in a controversy because of 
a $10,000 grant that had been 
made to the Angela Davis De- 
fense Committee. 

Miss Davis, an avowed Com- 
munist and former University 
of California at Los Angeles in- 
structor, is being held in Cal- 
ifornia during her trial on 
charges of murder, kidnaping 
and criminal conspiracy. 

The grant, said to haye been 
made in support of the right to 
a fair trial! for citizens, partic- 
ularly blacks, was allowed to 
remain in force as the Presby- 
terian meeting ended, but the 
controversy continues. 

At the Missouri Lutherans’ 
stormy eight-day convention in 
Milwaukee, 1,000 delegates rep- 
resenting 2.8 million members 
approved a $2 million jean to 
build a four-year college ‘in 

Iryjne, Calif. 


They also voted to continue 
their pulpit-exchange program 
with the 2.5 - million - member 
American Lutheran church but 
decided to halt expansion of 
their cooperative activities un- 
til the American Lutherans re- 
considered their 1970 decision 
to approve the ordination of 
women. 

The Missouri Lutherans 
again rejected admission of 
women to the clergy on the 
grounds that “the word of 
God does not permit wom- 
en to hold pastoral office” 
or “exercise authority over 
men.” 

Without taking a stand — in 
favor of outright withdrawal 
from Vietnam, the delegates 
warned against “impetuous be- 
havior” or “unrightful judg- 
ment"? of American leaders in 
relation to the participation in 
Indochina. 

Restating the stand against 
legalized abortions, the denom- 
ination, at the same time urged 
that women who undergo such 
procedures be treated “loving- 
ly.” 

In contrast to this conserva- 
tive outlook, the United Pres- 
byterians for the first time 
elected a woman, Mrs. Lois 
Stair, as their moderator—or 
spiritual leader—of the three- 
million - member denomination 
at a 10-day meeting in Roch- 
ester, N.Y. 

The Presbyterian General As- 
sembly went a step further by 
calling on all boards and agen- 
cies in the denomination to 
give “fair representation” to 
women in administrative bod- 
ies at every level. 

The 700 delegates beseeched 
President Nixon and Congress 
to end all military involvement 
in Indochina by the end of the 
year and urged an immediate 
cease-fire by both sides while 
peace talks proceed. 

On the home front, the 
United Presbyterians ap- 
proved a campaign to raise 
$70 million in the next 10 
years to help people help 
themselves through such 
projects as day-care cen- 
ters, low-income housing 
and’ the rebuilding of de- 
caying communities. 

A decision was made to fi- 
nance new programs by en- 
couraging the United Presby- 
terians to participate in a half- 
a-tithe—giving at least 5% of 
their annual incomes to the 
work of the church. 

Vietnam was the biggest is- 
sue on the agenda of the an- 
nual meeting of 2,800 delegates 
of the American Baptist Con- 
vention in Minneapolis. 

The denomination passed a 
resolution proposing withdraw- 
al from Vietnam of all U.S. 
military personnel except those 
attached to the diplomatic 
corps, “hopefully by Dec. 31.” 

As a reflection of its dovish- 
ness, the body elected Mrs. 
Marcus Rohlifs of Seattle as 
president. 

She picketed for peace before 
the involvement of the United 
States in World War II and her 
late husband was. a. conscien- 
tious objector, as is her son. 
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State Drive on Drug Abuse Using New Laws, 
Treatment, Crackdown on Those Who Profit

Being a parent is much the same thing 
whether you're the governor, a businessman, or 
a farmer. 

Thus, | can appreciate fully the dread that 
parents fee] about the rash of drug involvement 
among young people. 

I presented’a statement to a Presidential 
commission recently on the work under way in 
Illinois to combat drug abuse. 

In my statement, | used the words “‘junkies 
and drug freaks’ in suggesting that they were 
witnesses, or perhaps casualties, to some of 
the worst aspects of our civilization. 

We accept the words in the abstract, yet 
what parent among us would apply these terms 
to his own child — even if it were indisputable 
that the child was deeply involved with drugs? 

It’s natural for us to avoid such harsh words 
in thinking about someone we love. But we can- 
not avoid the harsh reality that has touched 
more Illinois homes than we want to count. 

Unfortunately for our young people, the 
use of drugs and chemical substances of all 
kinds, is deeply rooted in our culture. 

Advertising seems to carry the message 
that “there's a pill for everything — for head 
aches, a bad stomach, sleeplessness and nervous 
feelings. 

Smoking and drinking are portrayed every- 
where as pleasant and normal, and only the 
warning printed on the cigarette package faces 
the reality of the possible harm of excessive 
smoking. 

When the parents of today were young, 
many felt the pressure of their friends to experi- 
ment with drinking and smoking. But now that 
pressure has been extended to marijuana, stimu 
lants and depressants, and the hallucinogenic 
drugs like LSD. 

The new drug laws of Illinois — and our 
pioneering Drug Abuse Program — face the 
problems of drug. misuse squarely and realisti- 
cally. 

At one end of the scale — possession of a 
very small quantity of marijuana — the max- 
imum penalty has been reduced to 90 days. But 
an option is provided to judges to grant pro- 
bation, and a young person successfully meet- 
ing the probation conditions would not acquire 
a record showing a conviction. 

Thus, the “‘overkill"’ of the past is avoid- 
ed in the case of a young person found experi- 
menting with marijuana. 

At the other end of the scale—transfer of 
large quantities of the most harmful substances 
—a 10-year penalty is provided. And this could 
be doubled if the transfer is to a person 18 or 
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less and two years younger than- the person 
supplying the drug. 

PP'Borene and dozens of harmful chemical 
substances are divided into new groupings re- 
flecting the degree of harm and the quantity in- 
volved. Thus the new laws attempt to apply 
differences to a wide range of damaging drugs. 

For persons in Illinois who want to break 
the stranglehold of drug addiction, the Illinois 
Drug Abuse Program offers hope. Its former di- 
rector, Dr. Jerome Jaffe, attained national stat- 
ure with the program — so much so, in fact, 
that the President took Dr. Jaffe as his top con- 
sulltant on drug abuse. 

More than 2,200 persons are in the pro- 
gram now, with a waiting list of approximately 
600 still needing help. This compares, we are 
told, with a 17-year waiting list in California, 
where drug abuse is more widespread than in 
Illinois. 

Dr. Edward Senay now heads our pro- 
gram, and offered to the commission a cautious 
sense of optimism about its success. 

Perhaps the best measure of its effective- 
ness is that nearly two-thirds of the persons 
seeking help continue — with some lapses — 
in the program. 

Realistically, new laws, tough enforce- 
ment against those who profit from drugs, and 
an expanding program of treatment do not add 
up to a “‘solution.”’ 

But they do represent a strong and united 
attack on the problem, and they give us hope 
for the future. 


Crowding May Not Doom Metropolitan Areas 


Does the trend toward nearly all people 
living in or near major metropolitan areas as- 
sure critical overcrowding problems in the fu- 
ture? Not necessarily, in the opinion of a Co- 
lumbia University psychologist. 

Dr. Jonathan Freedman notes that much has 
been written on overcrowding and its adverse 
effects on people, but he says he has discovered 
that many women actually like crowding. What 
about men? They dislike it. 

He reports that women tend to become 
friendlier and less aggressive under crowded 
conditions and men react just the opposite, be- 
coming suspicious and combative. He admits 
that more research needs to be done on crowd- 
ing, but he does cite two major discoveries from 
his studies thus far: 

“Crowding has little effect on human per- 
formance of a wide variety of tasks. It does not 
affect the ability to do tasks ranging from tedi- 
ously simple and routine to interesting and com- 
plex, from totally non-intellectual to highly cre- 
ative. 

“Interpersonal behavior is affected by 
crowding. And the fascinating aspect of this 
work is that the two sexes respond in opposite. 
ways.” His findings were submitted at the 78th 
annual convention of the American Psychologi- 
cal Association. 

His conclusion? “The point is that crowd- 
ing per se may not be bad, psychologically 
speaking. The present findings suggest that per- 
haps we should not be surprised to find our 
great cities continuing to function despite tre- 
mendous crowding.”

This is interesting to the 
1971-er who pays $3 for a trim 

Fresh beef, even if from 
a skinny wild longhorn, cost 
only 50 cents a pound. 


Tickets in San Francisco to a 
melodrama of the day, such as 
“The Bandit Chief," cost from 
$3 to $5 each. 

Up at the El Dorado Hotel in 
Hangtown, which is now Placer- 
ville, Calif., the gateway to the

Beef tamed from Arkansas, 
$1.50; ‘hash low grade, 75 cents: 
hash “18 karats,” $1; baked 
beans $1; and rice pudding with 
molasses, $1.

“Payable in advance . . . gold 
scales at the end of bar,” read 
the lunch counter sign at the El 
Dorado. .

But most Gold Rush prices 
make even the 1971 inflation 
fighter wince. 

The Mercantile Trust Co. 
of California reported that 
at certain diggings where 
supplies: were short, miners 
paid $800 a barrel for flour; 
coffee, sugar and pork $400 
for 100 pounds; picks, shov— 
els and gold pans $100 
apiece; $100 for a gallon of 
whisky; liver pills $1 each. 
Most everybody could get 

gold, but he couldn’t easily buy 
pans, picks, shovels and beef, 
or canned oysters. 

Ofttimes the gold dust, the 
medium of exchange, was 
measured out carelessly by the 
fistful at $16 an ounce. 

Half—dollar pieces were used 
only to buy gold from the In- 
dians, who were reported to 
have considered gold only as 
yellow dross.

Senate Not the Only Launch Pad, ' 
For White House--Mayor Daley

Washington — Mayor Richard 
Daley, a man who believes the 
Political sun rises and sets on 
Chicago with an occasional twi- 
light in Washington, has pro- 
Posed that the mayor of Mil- 
waukee be the.Democratic nom- 
inee for vice president in 1972.. 

An idle comment by the pow- 
erful and outspoken mayor? 
First analysis would indicate 
“yes.” 

But some with more than a 
passing interest in the mayor's 
known displeasure with the na- 
tional party establishment feel 
differently. 

Daley, some Democrats 
here say, lofted the poten- 
tial candidacy of Mayor 
Henry W. Maier of Milwau- 
kee as a direct slap at his 
party for tending to took no 
further than the boundaries 
of the District of Columbia 
or more particularly the 
U.S. Senate, for its presi- 
dential aspirants. 

Daley’s relations with na- 
tional Democrats reached hur- 
ricane stage in Chicago during 
the 1968 convention when his 
hard-nose floor tactics devel- 
oped into almost as big a story 
as the nomination of . Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Since then, Daley has been re- 
elected mayor, tightened his 
grip as Cook County’s political 
czar, and has had little or noth- 
ing to do with his national party 
out of power. 

He even has gone to great 
lengths to show politeness to 
President Nixon. 

Those who have followed the 
Daley whims say the exuberant 
and spontaneous support for 
Maier, an outgoing but tough- 
minded liberal who heads the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, is 
his way of telling Washington 
Democrats they must put on 
fresh makeup if the run against 
Nixon next year is to be suc- 
cessful, 


Maier, under all. circum- 
stances, should not be con- 
sidered a pace horse even 
though he is as unknown as any 
other U.S. municipal executive 
with the exception of Dale: 
himself and Mayor John Lind- 
say of New York. 

Daley, who takes great pride 
in the power of big city mid- 
western politics, also may be 
considering the introduction of 
the name of Democrat Maier to- 
offset favorable publicity 
acco! in recent months to ¢ 
Mayor Richard Lugar of Ind- 
dianapolis, a leader of the 
counterpart National League of 
Cities. ¢ 

Republican Lugar is known 
to be a political favorite of 
Nixon. 


In pushing the candidacy of 
Maier (Daley said he would be 
pleased to place his name in 
nomination for vice-president) 
the Chicago baron also may be 
attempting to burst the na- 
tional bubble of the Senate. 

Daley praised Maier as 

a man who understands the 

problems of the cities. 


There also was a broad 
indication from Daley that 
the election of 1972 will be 
won or lost in those locales. 
Daley’s bitterness with the 

Democratic national leadership, 
and his belief that it is too 
Senate-oriented, cannot be dis- 
counted by the facts. 

In the current memory of 
most political observers, the 
Democrats have strayed only 
once in picking a member of 
the Senate for some share of 
the party’s presidential ticket. 

The single exception was 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, 
whose highest elective office 
was governor. 

Beyond that, the Democratic 
hopefuls — Humphrey, Muskie, 
Johnson, Kennedy, Kefauver, 
Sparkman, Truman and Barkley 
— all were senators.

The federal Cabinet member said labor disputes should 
be postponed until a better time, employers should quit trying to 
crush workmen's aspirations, and workers should buckle down 
to sensible pay. He urged mofe for labor than mere “living” 


wages.

The old boys had to pay $12 
to $20 to get a dozen articles 
washed, large or small. 

Each brick in one San Fran- 
cisco house was estimated to 
cost $1. 

A San Francisco minister was 
said to have been voted “‘the 
princely sum” of $10,000 a year 
by his flock. 

In remote mining camps, po- 
tatoes sold for 50 cents each, 
eggs for $3 each. 

“Most people forgot what an 
egg looked like,” wrote one 
Gold Rush chronicler. 

Tt was tough.on the argonauts 
who arrived in the gold fields 


from across the plains or via 
the arduous Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, broke, sick and discour- 
aged. 

Many failed to find enough 
gold to support themselves and 
had to lean on the generosity 
of their more fortunate fellows, 
and that was the beginning of 
welfare in the Golden State, 

In San Francisco, the El Do- 
rado, a tent gambling saloon, 
brought $40,000 a year in rent. 
A small store rented for $3,000 
a month. 

Lots rose in price from $12 
each to tens of thousands of 
dollars. A’ cook “received much 
honor” and $25 a-day. 

A doctor got $100 for a house 
call; an autopsy cost $200 and 
the bill ranged from $500 to 
$1,000 for operations. 

One miner reported he 
saw a hunting rifle for $350. 

“Of course, we closed the 
bargain at once,” he re- 
corded. 

Salt at Yreka cost $10 a pound 
at one time, 

As the easy gold became 
scarcer in the hills beyond the 
bay and more goods and more 
merchants poured into the gold 
country, competition worked to 
force prices down. 

But that was no consolation to 
the miner who paid $1 each for 
liver pills in 1849.

Hoelscher, executive director of 
the Manufacturers Association 
of the Tri-Cities and secretary 
treasurer of the Tri-City Tax- 
payers Public Expenditures 
Survey Group. 

Hoelscher warned the board 
that a two-year contract with 
teachers exceeds the district's 
taxing ability and through a re- 

ation contract with the 
teachers in the event of in- 
creased state aid, “you have 
promised away increased aid 
before you have received it 

He warned that increased tax 
rates are providing a hardship 
on several local industries 
which are already experiencing 
finanical difficulties. 

“You have publicly stated 
this may be the last balanced 
budget you will have. If in the 
next two years while you ac- 
cumuldte a deficit and we lose 
an industry, we are going to 
find ourselves in a difficult po- 
sition,”’ Hoelscher said. 

Economic Problems 

He said that local industrial 
firms pay about one-half of lo- 
cally collected taxes and that 
two firms presently are in 
“marginal economic situations” 
and a third is making an effort 
to become more profitable by 
streamlining operations. 

“There have been no new in- 
dustries located here since 1954 
and no industrial growth is an- 
ticipated for over five years, 
Hoelscher pointed out, 

“In the next five years we 
can expect to see local indus- 
tries declining,” he said. 

He said the school budget 
was up almost $1.5-million over 
last year’s budget and that Jast 
year's budget was up an equal 
amount over the year before. 


The $1,341,057 increase _ will 
mean a tax rate of about 3514- 
cents, Hoelscher said 

“A 35Y;-cent rate increase will 
mean the local community will 
be looking down the barrel of a 
$6 tax rate next year, not in- 
cluding any increases which 
may be approved by the t 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict or other taxing bodies,” he 
stated 

He commented on the Labor 
Day eve meeting time for a 
public ‘hearing on the budget 
commenting. the choice of a 
date was, “inappropriate under 
the circumstances.” 

Hoelscher requested the board 
carefully examine new propos- 
als for increasing the efficiency 
of the schools including a 12- 
month school plan and a system 
of rating or evaluating the effi- 
ciency of teachers or the teach- 
ing system. He also suggested 
that any plans for junior col- 
leges in the area should be vo- 
cational in nature to help lure 
industry into the Quad-City 
area 

The budget includes $14,312,- 
240 for the educational fund, up 
$1,326,247; $1,140,000 for the 
building fund, up $153,209; 
$1,107,328 for the bond and in- 
terest fund, up $4,240; $333,641 
for the transportation fund, 
down $6,919; $275,000 for the 
municipal retirement fund, up 
$13,989; and $4,656,664 for new 
buildings and equipment, down 
$143,912,

Cool nights and warm days 
cause spiders, crickets and as- 
sorted pests to migrate to build- 
ings and basements. 

Dry weather usually starts a 
mass movement to find more 
protection and a warm winter 
home. 

Foundation sprays using chlor- 
dane will effectively prevent 
spiders, crickets and assorted 
crawling insects from moving 
in for the winter. Special care 
around doors, windows and out- 
door lights will be extra safety. 

Use liquid chlordane and fol- 
low directions on the bottle. 
Spray the foundation just to the 
point of runoff. Concentrate on 
areas near dense _ shrubs, 
ground covers and around 
doors. Include a 2 to 4 inch 
band of soil alongside the foun- 
dation. Saturate cracks and 
crevices in the foundation and 
in concrete slabs abutting the 
foundation. 

One spray in early fall will 
persist until early winter. Once 
the spray dries it is harmless, to 
pets and children. 


TOADSTOOLS IN YOUR LAWN 

Late summer rains will start 
a variety of weeds and some- 
times a lot of toadstools. 

Fairy Ring is clusters of small 
brown toadstools arranged in 
circles or rings. Dark green 
grass often creates a green ring 
with the toadstools. Successive 
crops appear after each rain. 
There is no way to prevent the 
toadstools, but the dark green 
ring is easily hidden by imme- 
diately fertilizing the lawn. Ex- 
perts say the small brown toad- 
stools are edible and have 
good flavor. 

Inky Caps are clusters of 
gray or off-white toadstools 
which soon turn black and dis- 
solve. Dense clumps appear 
near dying trees, and buried 
stumps after every heavy rain. 
Usually the toadstools appear in 
the late afternoon and mature 
(begin to dissolve) the following 
morning. Buried wood is the 
food source of this fungus. No 
easy way is known of destroy- 
ing the fungus unless you re- 
move the wood. Wild mushroom 
fanciers report the several vari- 
ieties of “Inky Caps” are. all 
edible and worth sampling.

CHICKWEED IN SEPTEMBER 
Chickweed will germinate 
with the first rains of Septem- 
ber to produce next springs 
problem in shady lawns. 

Crabgrass pre-emerge chem- 
icals may be a simple answer 
to chickweed if you apply a 
pre-emerge before chickweed 
gesminates. Try your own ex- 
periment by applying left-over 
pre-emerge to your problem 
areas. It’s important to beat 
the first rains of September. 
Concentrate on problem areas 
around shrubs, shadow areas 
near the house and thin spots. 
Follow the directions on the 
package for rate to apply: 

If reseeding is part of your 
fall schedule avoid pre-emerge 
chemicals. Delay chickweed 
control to late winter when sil- 
vex will give you equal control. 


TRANSPLANTING PEONIES 

September is an ideal time to 
divide and transplant peonies. 

Old clumps should be care- 
fully lifted to avoid breaking the 
sprawling roots. Rinse the lifted 
clump to expose the dormant 
buds and their arrangement on 
the crown. 

Carefully cut the fleshy crown 
into sections with 3 to 5 buds on 
each cluster of roots. Trim out 
any soft areas with a sharp 
knife. 

Replant in a well drained lo- 
cation. Avoid trees or shade 
areas. If you have compacted 
soil mix % peat moss or ma- 
nure with the soil to insure 
proper aeration to the roots. 

Deep planting often delays 
flowering. Be certain the buds 
and crown are less than 114 in- 
ches deep. Shade and competi- 
tion from trees also prevents 
flowering.

relations with mainland China,” 
the congressman said. 

“Coupled with a seeming re- 
laxation of tension in U. S. - 
Soviet relations, this apparent 
turnabout regarding China 
strikes many people as hopeful. 
On balance, I think the por- 
tents are in fact hopeful, por- 
vided all of us view them with 
appropriate caution and skepti- 
cism.” 

“This is only a beginning to- 
ward possible amicable rela- 
tions between China and the 
United States," Cong. Price 
cautioned. 

“But- it is a beginning,” he 
added, noting as a congression- 
al advisor on many occasions to 
conventions in Geneva between 
the U. S. and Soviet Union that 
“in the early years of the talks 
we went round and round and 
seemed to get nowhere in the 
discussions.” 

“Finally, there seems to be a 
thaw in the negotiations and the 
outcome was the space, test ban 
and non-proliferation treaties,” 
he observed. 

Arms Talks Encouraging 

The congressman commented 
that “‘all the negotiators at Hel- 
sinki (arms limitation talks) 
feel that they are really getting 
somewhere . . . Our ambassa- 
dor’s reports to the President 
have been most encouraging.” 

“Ten years ago in our rela- 
tions with Russia we were get- 
ting nowhere and conditions 
have changed. Hopefully, in 10 
years time we can be at the 
same point with Red China,’’ he 
said. 


omething good can be ac- 
complished from this meeting. 
Since world war Il, the tenden- 
cy has been to fight it out. How 
much better it is to talk out 
our differences, rather than 
fight them out."" 

“The objective of possible 
amicable relations between 
China and the United States, in 
itself, must include more ami- 
able relations with all of South- 
east Asia, including a peaceable 
co-existence, at least between 
Red China and the Chinese Na- 
tionalist government on Tai- 
wan,” the congressman €mpha- 
sized. 

He continued—"‘It 
possible, of course, for us to 
ease our relations with Red 
China without that country sud- 
denly becoming wholly peace- 
ful—an arm’s length  recogni- 
tion similar to that which pre- 
vails between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

“But before there can be al- 
together friendly relations be- 
tween two peoples, there neces- 
sarily must be some decided 
changes in Red China's _atti- 
tudes; in her North Vietnam 
policy as related to South Viet- 
nam, for instance. 

“This and many other differ- 
ences which have grown up be- 
tween the two countries in the 
past 25 years indicate the meas- 
ure of the problems which must 
be confronted and smoothed to 
make President Nixon's visit to 
China the “Journey for Peace’ 
he hopes for.”” 

“Other questions arise,” Cong. 
Price continued. “The effect of 
this announcement on relations 
with the Soviet Union, which 
has been uneasy to say the least 
about Red China; the effect on 
the arms limitation talks now 


would be. 


going on in Helsinki; and the 
effect on this country’s friend- 
ship with Nationalist China. 

“It must be assumed, most 
of alll, that Peking’s fundamen- 
tal geopolitical concept has not 
changed,” the congressman em- 
phasized. 

“As outlined by Lin Piao a 
few years ago — much in the 
manner of “Mein Kampf” — it 
calls for the presumptive pro- 
Communist ‘countryside,’ he 
meant by this the underdevel- 
oped nations, gradually con- 
verging on and overwhelming 
the ‘cities," by which he meant 
the advanced nations, through 
so-called wars of national liber- 
ation. A 

“While that undoubtedly re- 
mains the goal, events may 
have given Peking a more real- 
istic assessment of the difficul- 
ties of its attainment,” the con- 
gressional officer stated. 

Vietnam War Costly 

He. pointed out that the Viet- 
nam war “has been tragically 
costly for the U. S. and we cer- 
tainly have not won it, but it 
has been costly not only for the 
Vietnamese Communists but 
for Peking and Moscow too. 

“Other nations in the area— 
Indonesia, for example — must 
look to Peking like far harder 
nuts to crack that they did only 
a few years ago,” Cong. Price 
said, adding, “Remember when 
we started in Vietnam how In- 
donesia was going over to the 
Communist block? We got some 
U. S. interests in Southeast 
Asia and now the country has 
some strong forces...” 

“Red China’s assiduous ef- 
forts to subvert various African 
countries have not, as far as 
can be judged, been outstand- 
ingly successful. And of course, 
it faces a baleful, powerful So- 
viet Union. By the same token, 
Russia’s relative warming to 
the United States may be partly 
based on fear of China,’ Cong. 
Price speculated. 

Taiwan is Obstacle 

“If for reasons of its own 
Peking wants something ap- 
proaching a rapproachment 
with Washington, the issue of 
Taiwan appears to be an in- 
surmountable obstacle,” he 
said. 

The congressional represen- 
tative commented, “The Presi- 
dent has stated that a new re- 
lationship with the People’s Re- 
public of China will not be at 
the expense of our old friends. 

“Premier Chou En-lai says if 
we will just forget Taiwan, they 
will take care of the matter 
without difficulty as an internal 
Chinese problem. Of course this 
is exactly what the Republic of 
China on Taiwan fears.” 

“The outlook appears pretty 
bleak . . . nonetheless it is pos- 
sible that a new, improved re- 
lationship could come about 
while leaving the Taiwan issue 
in limbo, for a while, anyway. 
Nobody knows,” Cong. Price 
added. 

“The U, S. must regard its 
current and prospective rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union with 
the same mixture of skepticism 
and hope,” he cautioned. 

“What is possibly more hope- 
ful now is that for various rea- 
sons conceived in its own na- 
tional interest Russia may want 
a substantive relaxation of ten- 
sions with the United States— 
the potential threat from China 
and the enormous and growing 
economic burden of arms.” 

Stroke of Diplomacy 

“Noting all the complexities, 
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however, does not detract ffom * 
the spectacular stroke of diplo- 
macy which has brought about 
the invitation from Chou En-lai, 
whose government we have 
never recognized,” he noted, 
adding, “It is undoubtedly a 
most historic diplomatic move, 
even though it is a long time 
until next May,. and many 
things can happen to change 
the whole prospects. 

“The President’s announce- 
ment raises a hope even broad- 
er than the possibility of peace 
in Vietnam and normal Sino- 
American relations. That is the 
hope of a comprehensive politi- 
cal settlement in Asia. 

“Of course it is foolish to 
build great baroque dream cas- 
tles in diplomacy,” Cong. Price 
stated, “But there is a realistic 
basis for large scale wnder- 
standing between China and the 
United States—the different in- 
terests of the two countries. 

“China’s first interest is Tai- 
wan. Her fundamental disagree- 
ment with the Soviet Union 
makes her want powerful 
friends. Even beyond that, Pe- 
king wants to resume a promi- 
nent role in world politics. To 
achieve any of those vital inter- 
ests, she really must deal with 
the United States.” 

Out of Vietnam 

Cong. Price continued that 
for this country “getting out of 
the Vietnam morass is the first 
priority. Then we may have 
learned the impossibility of try- 
ing on our own, at our distance, 
to impose a stable political pat- 
tern on Asia. 

“To do these things we need 
an accommodation with -China 
—if she is, as we have begun to 
think, a China concerned pri- 
marily for her own national in- 
tegrity and development and 
not with external expansion. 

“The announcement of the 
President’s trip hardly solves 
the problems and indeed it does, 
involve dangers. A specific one 
is the risk of upsetting Japa- 
nese politics. 

“All ‘through Southeast Asia 
we found the fear of the Japa- 
nese becoming the dominant 
nation, as much as fear with 
the present situation over 
there,” he stressed. 


“, , . By announcing the trip 
a long’ but indefinite time in 
advance, Mr. Nixon may have 
given something of a hostage 
to fortune—for any act of his 
that made Peking break off the 
arrangements would be dev- 
astating to him,” Cong. Price 
stated. 

Never Wanted Cold War 
‘Although the U. S. philosoph- 
ically opposes communism, it 
never wanted the cold war and 
the hot ones that also came. 
After aiding and cooperating 
with the Soviet Union in World 
War II, we were prepared to 
go very far toward cooperating 
with that nation in building a 
peaceful world. The Soviets 
wouldn’t have it that way,” he 
said. 

“Somewhat similarly, _ the 
U. S. was amiable toward the 
Chinese Communists before 
they took over the mainland. 
Unwisely as it happened, Was! 
ington sought to effect a coali- 
tion government including the 
Communists. Obviously, they 
took advantage of that effort.’’ 

Opposes Aggression 

The congressman concluded, 
“In other words, what the 
United States has been opposing 
and from time to time fighting 
in the world is not so much the 
ideology of communism, even 
though it abhors that system, 
but Communist _ belligerence 
and aggression. 

“Thus there is not inconsist- 
ency in rejecting the Commu- 
nist system and at the same 
time trying to have realistically 
good relations with Communist 
nations for the sake of peace,’ 
he said. ‘
